1 . Attached is our response to your request levied at the WSAG 
meeting of 6 March for a study of the types and volume of military 
equipment and supplies being provided to North Vietnam from China, 
the Soviet Union and other sources . 

2. China and the Soviet Union are North Vietnam's primary 
sources of military supplies and in comparison to them, other sources 
(e.g. , Eastern European Bloc countries) are negligible. With respect 
to China and the USSR, o ur pool of current hard evidence — as the
